—Two young bandits, who waited 
until Miss Effie Palmer, the cash- 
ier, was alone, robbed the Farmers' 
bank of Good Hope, 10 miles south- 
east of here today. Bank officials 
estimated the robbers took "sev- 
eral hundred dollars" but they had 
not made a check to determine the 
exact amount. 


The bandits, described as 
be- 


tween 20 and 25 years of age, forc- 
ed Miss Palmer into the vault 
about 10:20 a. m. They took all the 
money they could find in the cage 
then ran outside where an accom- 
plice was waiting for them in a 
black sedan with yellow wheels. 


Prisoner in Vault 


Miss Palmei aaiu th>y fco.v her 


watch. She was a prisoner In the 
vault until O. J. Rodgers, a custo- 
mer, entered the bank and heard 
her cries. He searched first In the 
basement but later went to the 
vault. He turned the handle and re- 
leased her. 


The robbers cut 
all telephone 


wires leading from the bank. Their 
automobile was seen later between 
Salem and Frultdale. 


Sheriff W. H. Icenhower

Joined in the search for the men 
by sheriffs of surrounding coun- 
ties and by the state highway pa- 
trol. 


The Good Hope bank was- robbed 


three years ago of $500 by two 
young men who were arrested af- 
ter an investigation by the Pick- 
away county sheriff. They were 
sent to the Ohio penitentiary.

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'George Washington' of 
Czechoslovakia, 87, Dead 


Thomas G. Masaryk Victim of 


Pneumonia; Served Three 


Times As President 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia, Sept. 


14 — (UP) — Thomas Garrigue 
Masaryk, who rose from a black- 
smith's apprentice to become the 
first president of the republic of 
Czechoslovakia, "the father of his 
country," died today of pneumonia 
and an arterial condition. He was 
87. 


Masaryk served three times as 


chief executive of Czechoslovakia. 


He had been ill for two weeks 


and had been near death for two 
days. 


Last night his condition gradu- 


ally became worse. 
He died at 


3:29 a. m. without regaining con- 
sciousness. His son, Jan Masaryk, 
minister to London, President Ed- 
ouard Benes and Premier Milan 
Hodza and their wives were at the 
bedside. 


Nation In Mourning 


A period of national mourning 


was ordered by the government. 
A state funeral will be held for 
the former president and the body 
will lie in state for two days in 
the music room of Lany castle. 


The funeral cortege will proceed 


through the principal thorough- 
fares of Prague after which the 
body will lie in state ha "pillar 
>vUI" in Prague c&xtle.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 14 — (UP) 


— Japanese guns poured destruc- 
tive fire today into scores of thou- 
sands of Chinese troops retreating 
westward through 
the 
Yangtze 


delta to a new defense line, forti- 
fied under directions of a corps of 
German experts. 


Japanese airplanes, operating 


despite frequent rain- squalls de- 
scending from gloomy skies, re- 
ported that the retreat was order- 
ly despite the heavy fire. 


Apparently, from the reports, 


the Japanese had failed to turn the 
retreat — demanded by the Ger- 
man advisers against the wishes 
of Chinese field commanders — 
Into a rout as they had hoped. 


New Lino Formed 


"Our latest airplane reconnais- 


sance showed that the Chinese are 
engaged in a genuine strategic 
withdrawal, 
conducted in good 


order for the purpose of forming a 
new line extending between Kia- 
ting and Nanziang," a Japanese 
navy spokesman said. 


"The indication now is that a 


major battle will be fought on the 
new line within 10 days." 


It was assumed, from this state- 


ment and a previous one that the 
Japanese must 
await 
reinforce- 


ments from 
Japan, that new 


thousands of troops would arrive 
here this week for a drive in- 
tended to oust the Chinese en- 
tirely from the Shanghai area. 


The Chinese line now extends 


far east of the line to which the 
withdrawal orders provide. It was

COLUMBUS, Sept. 14—(UP)— 


The Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization will back its own can- 
didate for Ohio governor in 1938 
if it regards other candidates un- 
suitable to organized labor, the 
United Press learned today. 


John Owens, stocky C. I. O. 


chief for Ohio who directed the 
"little steel" strike this summer, 
has been urged by some to run for 
governor if no other candidates are 
acceptable to the C. I. O. 


Owens, it was understood is wil- 


ling to run unless a stronger can- 
didate can be found. He is a Demo- 
crat with backing of labor's non- 
partisan league, which he heads in 
Ohio. 


Huge Vote Pledged 


Owens claims a league member- 


ship between 300,000 and 400,000 
In this state. He estimates C. I. O. 
membership at between 
228,000 


and 230,000. 


Although C. I. O. leaders expect 


no active support from the state 
federation of labor, which is af- 
filiated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, they contend the 
federation would not oppose a pro- 
labor candidate. 


Owens estimated the federation 


has 180,000 
members in Ohio. 


However, the A. F. of L. placed the 
Ohio membership at between 300,- 
000 and 35O.OOO, and C. I. O. mem- 
bership at a maximum of 100,000. 


It is regarded as unlikely that 


the state federation, if it decides 
to Indorse a candidate for gover- 
nor at its next convention in Cin- 
cinnati in August, 1938, will lend 
any support to a candidate with 
Non-Partisan League backing. 


The league, often referred to as 


the "political arm of the C. I. O.," 
is being investigated by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor execu- 
tive council to determine if It is 
dominated by the John L. Lewis 
organization. 


It is known that Governor Da- 


vey. should he rim again, will be 
opposed by the C. I. O. Its leaders 
have charged Davey used national 
guardsmen to break the strike In 
little steel. 


Ignore Each Other 


Davey and C. I. O. leaders have 


ignored each other since the troops 
entered the strike area. The gov- 
ernor recently announced posts on 
the various state boards in which 
labor is interested would go to 
state federation men. C. I. O. lead- 
ers say they have asked the gov- 
ernor for no political favors since 
the steel strike. 


C. I. O. strategy, should it de- 


cide to put up its own candidate, 
will be to enter its man In the 
Republican or Democratic banner, 
probably the latter, instead of re- 
sorting to a third party. If enough 
candidates are entered, C. I. O. 
leaders feel, the vote may be split 
widely enough to assure the C. I. 
O. candidate the nomination.

from an 18-day vacation at his 
home in Hyde Park, N. Y.,—a va- 
cation cut short by one day be- 
cause of the tense international 
situation. 


He will lunch and confer with 


his secretary of state at 1 p. m. 
(EST) and meet with his cabinet 
an hour later. White House aides 
said that the cabinet meeting was 


"in no sense" an emergency <««• 
It was moved up from Friday, 
when it is held regularly, because 
of the Constitution day celebration 
scheduled for this Friday. 


Faces Many Tasks 


The president returned to the 


capital to reinforce his program 
for keeping the United States out 
of war, to weigh federal monetary 
and budgetary problems, and, pos- 
sibly, to renew his campaign for 
judiciary reorganization. 


Complaints against the recently- 


amended neutrality act of 1935. 
the question of whether it should 
be invoked against China and Ja- 
pan and charges that the govern- 
ment had failed to stand firmly 
enough behind American interests 
in Shanghai have plagued the pres- 
ident since the adjournment 
of 


congress. 


Monetary problems, emphasized 


by a deadline stock market and the 
necessity of financing the mo%'e- 
ment of farm crops, demanded Mr. 
Roosevelt's attention almost as in- 
sistently as the foreign situation 
and momentarily put into the 
background such political 
prob- 


lems as a third term in the White 
House, a trip to the western coast 
and a method of realigning admin- 
istration forces in congress.

\JEW YORK—Senator Royal S. Copeland, 


bitter Roosevelt critic, will not win the 


Democratic nomination for Mayor of New 
York, and his chances of capturing the Re- 
publican designation are not much better. 


This is the outstanding development in 


the New York political scrap—a 
battle 


which, although only for the nomination of 
city tickets, actually is the most important 
balloting in America since last November. 


Because of its importance, big-shot poli- 


ticos from both parties are applying the 
microscope, and here are some of the facts 
they have deduced:

Treatment, Proper Foods for Diabetic Given 


SOFT PEDALING

TO A CERTAIN extent the suc- 


cess of a treatment for diabetes 
depends on how much money the 
patient has. The privileged dia- 


betic is sent to 
a h o s p i t a l 
where his case 
is studied for a 
week or more, 
and the exact 
diet is 
calcu- 


1 a t e d. He is 
taught 
to ex- 


amine his own 
urine for sugar, 
and to weigh 
his own diet. If 
insuline Is need- 
ed he is taught 
to give it to 
himself. He goes 
home and if he 


is Intelligent and has enough will 
power to stay on his diet he im- 
proves. If he doesn't improve, he 
goes back to the doctor to find out 
what is the matter. 


But the underprivileged diabetic 


must be taken care of, and doctors j 
and hospital agencies all over the 
country are waking up to the 
means of doing this efficiently. 
It 


is recognized as the function of 
the general practitioner. The dia- 
betic's diet can be worked out in 
the doctor's office, or in the Out 
Patient clinic and in the home. 


In the 
office or clinic he Is 


weighed and the severity of his 
case estimated. He is taught how 
to weigh foods, calculate a diet 
and examine his own urine for 
sugar. 


Program for Patient 


This sounds like a good deal, but j 


it is really very simple. For urine 
examination, he is given a bottle 
of Benedict's solution, a medicine 
dropper, and a couple of test 
tubes. 
He puts a teaspoon of 


Benedict's solution in the test tube, 
adds eight drops of urine, and 
stands the test tube in a tin cup of ; 
boiling water for five minutes. If! 
the urine is sugar free, the solu- j 
tion remains a clear blue. If sugar j 
is present, the solution will vary i 
from an opaque green to orange! 
red, depending on thte concentra-'. 
tion of sugar. 
This is Indeed a 


rough quantative test of sugar 


because it has been shown that a 
green test means less than 1 per 
cent of sugar, a yellow 1 to 2 per 
cent and a red test over 3 per cent. 


Then to teach him to prepare 


his food. Diet lists are depressing 
things, but they are necessary: the 
simpler they are, the better. 


For a long time it is better for 


any diabetic to give up the fol- 
lowing articles of food entirely: 
Sugar, bread, potatoes, corn, rice, 
milk, candy, ice cream, pies, "pud- 
dings, soft beverages (such as gin- 
ger ale, coco-cola), apples, pears, 
grapes, bananas, plums and grape 
juice. 


These are the common foods 


which are the common tempta- 
tions of the diabetic. 


But there are lots of dishes left 


—green vegetables, fruits, eggs, 
bacon, meat, fish, butter, cream, 
cheese, salads and salad dressings, 
cereals, soup. Bread Is.the worst 
problem for most, but there is al- 
ways gluten bread or other dia- 
betic bread. 


As time goes on and improve- 


ment occurs the forbidden articles 
listed can be added gradually. 


Menu for Diabetics 


The tendency now Is to allow 


higher carbohydrate diets. 
This 


does not mean any amount, but 
higher than they used to be. 


Five-fifteen per cent vegetables 


are—lettuce, spinach, sauerkraut, 
string beans, cauliflower, celery, 
asparagus, ' cucumbers, 
sprouts, 


endive, tomatoes, rhubarb, egg- 
plant, cress, 
cabbage, radishes, 


pumpkin, broccoli, marrow, onions, 
squash, turnips, carrots, 
beets, 


mushrooms, 
green 
peas, 
arti- 


chokes, lima beans. 


Five 
per 
cent 
fruits are- 


lemons, oranges, c r a n b e r r i e s , 
strawberries, blackberries, goose- 
berries, peaches, pineapples, water- 
melon.

CHAPTER 1 


ON A SUNDAY morning, In the 


second week In July, Tim Ken- 
nedy sat at his writing desk before 
the open window of the billiard 
room.

generally brief enough. The longer 
he made it the greater the chances 
for little improbabilities and faults 
in psychology to creep in. 
And 


the note of reasoning he had tried 
to strike, In the seven or eight 
longish screeds he had attempted 
and abandoned, was a false one. 
Esther would not be concerned to 
convince people that she really did 
Intend to destroy herself. 
The 


fact would speak for itself. Des- 
pair, affection, unconscious pathos, 
an abrupt haste to be finished with 
a painful task—those were the 
emotions to suggest. 


He tried again. 
It remained 


strange, writing a letter to him- 
self.

I don't 
feel I can face living on as a 
wretched neurotic invalid, and a 
burden to everyone. I'm getting 
bad-tempered and selfish 
already. 


I can't help it. 


Give Uncle Harold my love. 


Try not to feel it too much, Tim. 
I'm sure it's best for you in the 
end. We've hzd such happy times 
together, and it would be a pity 
to spoil them. 


Goodby, my dearest one. 


Your loving Esther. 
It was still a little vague. Was 


Esther's motive the 
misery of 


sleeplessness, or despair at the 
prospect of becoming "a wretched 
neurotic invalid"? . . . On the 
whole he decided it did not mat- 
ter. 
It was not like a money loss, 


or a bereavement, or disgrace. A 
certain loss of grip, expressing 
itself in a slight ambiguity, par- 
took of the very nature of her sup- 
posed state. 


He proceeded to the next step. 


This, while maklner no demand on 


It was strange, writing a letter to himself. 


the imagination, offered a certain 
amount of mechanical difficulty. 
In the old days it would have been 
next to impossible, for Esther's 
handwriting had been very dis- 
tinctive, bold, almost masculine 
when compared with his own pre- 
cise and beautifully rounded one, 
and with a curious backward slant 
difficult to imitate. 


But with the partial atrophy of 


her right arm, writing had become 
very difficult to her, and her hand 
had lost all its character. Acting 
on 
Harold 
Arkwright's advice, 


however, she had practiced a little 
every day; and sometimes, when 
there was no letter or anything 
which she really needed to write, 
she had carried on with a note to 
Tim.

dozen or 15 words at the most 
were absent. 


He took up a pair of scissors and 


snipped out the words and phrases 
he required in little 
rectangles. 


These he pasted, neatly and In due 
order, on to a stiff sheet of paper, 
leaving spaces where necessary. 
Then he filled in the 
missing 


words, copying letter by letter, 
using extraordinary care. 


At last he had a model ready. 


The final version was all that re- 
mained for him to do. 
But for 


this he suddenly realized that he 
would have to use Esther's own 
fountain pen, with the particular 
blue Ink she affected. 
This pen 


she kept in her own bureau in the 
living room.

workers' husbands must receive a 
very low salary. Only ten percent 
of the women population, ar» ad- 
mitted to college. After gradua- 
tion, they are expected to go in 
homes where homemaking and mo- 
therhood are emphasized. They are 
denied all artificial pleasure, fri- 
voltry, night clubs and reducing 
diets. They must know and meet 
the responsibilities of motherhood 
by developing healthy bodies. 


Miss Irene Parrett 
presented 


"The Women in Communist "Rus- 
sia". Women in Russia are equal in 
every respect to men. They are 
seen digging ditches, laying bricks, 
making repairs on railroads, work- 
ing as drivers or conductors in 
street cars and buses or as engi- 
neers, chemists, doctors and jud- 
ges, in fact engaging In every ac- 
tivity that men pursue. 


Half of the judges of the Peo- 


ples' Court in Moscow are women. 
The Soviet Ambassador to Sweden 
is a woman. Many are in the All- 
Soviet Congress. Particularly do 
girls want to become 
engineers 


and chemists or follow other tech- 
nical pursuits.
